Marion Annual Town Meeting 

April 25-26, 2005 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

The Annual Town Meeting for the Town of 
Marion was called to order at 6:50 pm in the auditorium 
of Sippican School by Town Moderator David B. Titus 
having noted the presence of a quorum of some 140 
voters. 

Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Dr. 
Richard A. Kemp first made a presentation to voters on 
the town's financial outlook. According to Dr. Kemp, the 
bulk of the town's FY 2006 General Operating Budget — 
which is up $809,323 or 5.77 percent from 2005 — is 
comprised of school costs, to wit: a 14.7 percent hike in 
ORR's general operating budget; a 137 percent jump in 
ORR debt service; and an increase of 32.6 percent for the 
Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical High School. 

"We were sorry to hear that Marion's (ORR) 
assessment would increase to 14.4 percent," Dr. Kemp 
said. "Marion's share of the budget is a state-mandated 
formula. It is a complex formula which is principally 
driven by property values and income levels." 

Dr. Kemp added a committee has been formed by 
the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen to look into the way the 
state currently assesses each member town in the ORR 
School District and to, hopefully, find a more equitable 
way of calculating those numbers. 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to approve 
compensation for various elected officials as follows:

Selectmen ($4,666 each); Assessors ($4,471 each); Board of 
Health ($1,725 each); Town Clerk ($18,554); Treasurer 
($27,698); Tax Collector ($27,698); Town Moderator ($226 
for Annual, $75 for Special). 

Resident Eugene DeLorenzo questioned why the 
recommended salaries for the Town Clerk /Treasurer/ 
Collector represented a 6 percent hike over FY 2005, 
bringing her total compensation to $73,950. 

"WeVe been told it's a very lean year and a 2.8 
percent increase was the most town employees would 
get,'' agreed Harbormaster Charles Bradley, who mo- 
tioned to cap all town employees' maximum compensa- 
tion at 2.8 percent. 

Dr. Kemp explained the decision to give Town 
Clerk/ Treasurer /Collector Debra Blanchette at 6 percent 
increase this year was made by the Personnel Board — a 
joint group comprised of the Board of Selectmen and 
FinCom. 

"The raise of 6 percent was discussed at length 
and was based upon the performance of the individual," 
Dr. Kemp said. "As far as the Town Clerk/ Treasuer/ 
Collector, in many towns these are separate positions. 
Right now we are paying health benefits for ... one 
individual instead of three." 

"I have no problem with people's salaries being 
adjusted ... but I think all non-union employees should be 
evaluated equally and fairly at the same time," Mr. 
Bradley said. 

With that, Mr. Bradley's motion to cap all town 
employees' compensation at 2.8 percent carried, 90 to 66. 
But the matter would be reconsidered after Ms. Blanchette 
defended her salary hike. 

"Several years ago ... I was asked if I would take a 
gradual increase over a three-year period," Ms. Blanchette 
said. "That happened over two years ago and it was

supposed to be reviewed (again) in 2003. In the past non- 
union salaries have been looked at on an individual basis 
... I just think you're getting an awful lot for your money.'' 

"I think you're being very, very short-sighted," 
agreed resident Dan Barker, prompting resident Horace 
"Hod" Kenney to motion for a reconsideration of the 
previous vote. 

After further debate, a second vote on the original 
motion to cap employees' salaries at 2.8 percent was 
defeated, 72 to 96, and Article 1 carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a total $13,932 million General Operating Budget for FY 
2006. 

As with Ms. Blanchette's pay raise. Town Meeting 
voters also quibbled over a recommended 6 percent hike 
for Town Administrator John "Jack" Dolan. 

"I don't think there's a general objection to paying 
people well ... (and) I think (Mr. Dolan) does a good job," 
said resident Tom Magauran. "But most people in private 
industry these days are trying to keep their jobs, not 
trying to get a raise."

"When Mr. Dolan came here a year ago, he was 
way under the normal pay/' added Selectman Andrew 
Jeffrey. "We told him if he proved himself, we'd give him 
more than a 3 or 4 percent increase." 

"I find it rather embarassing to be discussing 
these individuals at a Town Meeting," said Don Torres. "I 
think as a Personnel Board youVe made a decision and 
we should go along with it." 

Despite some further haggling over considerable 
increases in the various school budgets — much of which 
could be attributed to state-mandated funding formulas 
— voters unanimously approved Article 2. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $714,857 to operate the Water Enterprise Fund. The 
article carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $1,669,741 to operate the Sewer Enterprise Eund. 
The article carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $2,985 million to cover the cost of final design, 
construction and equipping of a new Police Station on 
property donated by Tabor Academy. 

"Last year (this) was defeated by a very narrow 
margin at the override election," Selectman Henry said. 
"The structure has been completely re-engineered (and) 
the net reduction is approximately 10 percent from what it 
was last year. The structure has been changed from steel 
to wood. The price of the building has been reduced, the 
size of the building has been reduced, and some of the 
architectural features have been eliminated." 

"We came up with a $215,000 net reduction (in the 
cost of the project)," added Police Chief Lincoln Miller of 
the newly-designed 2,700-square-foot facility. "Those are 
things we think we can live with. But we don't want to 
reduce it to a point where in a couple of years we're 
looking to add on."

District of land owned by Marion but located in Rochester 
at Wolf Island Road to construct and maintain a water 
main and meter station. The article carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 15, voters were asked to transfer 
$20,000 from Free Cash to supplement a matching grant 
from the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners 
to design and plan proposed expansion and improve- 
ments to the Elizabeth Taber Library.

nity to serve in the leadership role. He also felt that the 
board is composed of equal members with no one indi- 
vidual better than any other. Resident Georgia Chamber- 
lain stated she was disappointed that the board was not 
maintaining the practice in place for over 40 years. Several 
others agreed that the tradition of rotating the chairman- 
ship was in the best interest of the town. 

Following all the discussion. Selectman Laboa 
thanked those present for their input and called for a vote.

is currently serving a second terra in office. 

As I previously mentioned, I did not create the process 
of rotation but I have honored it. I waited two years for my turn 
to become Chairman. However, last year. Chairman Laboa 
stated that the ''best person'' should be the Chairman. Selectman 
Morse made the motion seconded by Selectman Laboa and by a 
vote of 2-to-l, Selectman Laboa became Chairman. 

However, how do you determine who the "best 
person" is? Do you look at what kind of car they drive? Who 
owns the biggest home? Who makes the most money? Whether 
you have brown hair, blond hair or no hair? I suggest that this is 
all very subjective. 

Chairman Laboa's decision to change the process last 
year did not promote teamwork or unity. Instead it promotes 
mistrust. Chairman Laboa's decision ensures that two Selectmen 
can trump the remaining Selectman in order to preserve power 
and influence. It is a policy of exclusion — not inclusion. 

The process of rotation promotes teamwork, fairness, 
unity and harmony. It allows all Selectmen to get a chance to 
experience all aspects of the job — from Clerk to Vice Chairman 
to Chairman. It prohibits one person from dominating the board. 

As a Chairman, the presiding officer must remain 
impartial. The Board of Selectmen is the highest office in town 
and it should set an example of teamwork, candor, justice, 
impartiality and equality.

alleged improper payments of thousands of dollars by the Town 
of Mattapoisett to a town official. This reported conflict-of- 
interest, however, raises other important questions regarding the 
operation of that town's government. 

The focus of the payments is on the Chairman of the 
town's Board of Assessors, but that may be too narrow in scope. 
For example, how was it possible that tens of thousands of 
dollars in questionable payments over a number of years were 
authorized in the first place? Where were the checks-and- 
balances in the Town of Mattapoisett's governmental operations 
that allowed these purportedly ''conflicted'' payments to be 
authorized or placed on the warrant? 

While it may be true that trusting town voters ulti- 
mately approved some or all of these payments at Town 
Meeting, they surely assumed that the expenses were placed on

the warrant properly and only after thorough legal review and 
oversight by myriad town officials. Is this an isolated case that 
had gone unnoticed for a number of years until now, or would 
further review uncover many additional, costly ''conflicts'' that 
are unduly raising the costs of town government and the real 
estate taxes of homeowners? 

Yet, instead of recognizing the serious implications of 
this matter, a town official reportedly dismissed it as "a small 
town kind of thing." That response, surely, is categorically 
unacceptable. While these ethical lapses do not rise to an Enron 
or a WorldCom, they are intolerable nevertheless to the rule of 
law and to the town's overburdened taxpayers. Senior citizens 
and young families who are struggling to pay their rising real 
estate tax bills and to keep their homes should not be faced with 
the extra burden of such "small town kind of thing(s)." 

The newspaper article referred to this situation as 
"chaos," and one former town worker saw "no end in sight." 
The taxpayers of Mattapoisett deserve better. They deserve an 
external review that can reveal — and terminate — any and all 
such inappropriate uses of hard-earned taxpayer funds.

Oil Spill Plan Released 

On the second anniversary of the Bouchard Barge 
B-120 oil spill, the United States Coast Guard - MSO 
Providence and the Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) 
announced the completion of an oil spill response plan for 
the Buzzards Bay region. Officially titled the Buzzards Bay 
Geographic Response Plan for Oil Spill Mitigation, "the plan 
provides a coordinated set of strategies and tactics 
designed to protect sensitive environmental, cultural and 
economic resources in the event of and oil spill," said Ben 
Bryant, Marine Policy Specialist for the Coalition for 
Buzzards Bay 

The oil spill response plan provides protection 
strategies for 43 coastal sites in Buzzards Bay from 
Westport to Cuttyhunk. The strategies are based on

science and past experience and focus oil spill response 
resources on keeping spilled oil out of inlets, rivers, 
harbors and salt marshes. Tidal currents are the directing 
force on an oil spill, so each strategy uses floating booms 
to deflect the incoming oil to collection points where it can 
be removed from the waterways. "Once oil enters an 
estuary or river system, it is much harder to clean up and 
tends to cause the most damage," Mr. Bryant said. 

The plan envisions that after an oil spill event, 
local responders will be the first on site. It provides the 
responders with guidance on equipment, shore access 
points and strategies that can be immediately imple- 
mented to begin an effective response. Then, as outlined 
in the Oil Spill Prevention Act of 1990, the overall man-

agement of the response would shift to a combination of 
organizations collectively called "Unified Command'' and 
comprised of personnel from the United States Coast 
Guard, the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP), and the responsible party. This group 
would oversee the implementation of the entire plan. 

The Buzzards Bay Geographic Oil Spill Response 
Plan was created in cooperation with several local, state 
and federal agencies and with assistance from an outside 
consulting firm. Resource Planning Inc., which specializes 
in creating these types of plans. Funding for the project 
came from a grant by the Massachusetts Environmental 
Trust and appropriations from The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection. 

The primary participating groups were the 
United States Coast Guard, National Oceanographic and 
Atmospheric Administration, Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection, the Buzzards Bay Project, 
Massachusetts Maritime Academy, Massachusetts Coastal 
Zone Management, Naushon Family Trusts and local fire 
departments from Mattapoisett, Bourne, and New 
Bedford. The project was managed by the Coalition for 
Buzzards Bay. All ten municipalities surrounding the bay 
had input to the plan through their designated first 
responder personnel. 

The United States Coast Guard's Area Committee 
approved the plan on April 14, 2005 and those interested 
in viewing it will soon be able to access the plan on The

The Interpreter, Starring Nicole Kidman and Sean 
Penn. Directed by Sydney Pollack. Running time: 
129 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Nobody seems to have slept much in The Interpreter, a dour and 
serious-minded political thriller that makes the case for diplomacy 
over violence — which doesn't make for a terribly exciting thriller. 
In any event, everyone in the movie pulls all-nighters, out of duty 
or habit, watching or being watched, and fretting ceaselessly about 
past and possible future traumas. The movie could be called Na- 
tional Insecurity. The motor for this thriller is a feeble one: A bloody- 
handed African dictator is threatened with assassination, but be- 
cause he's not sitting on billions of dollars worth of oil, the U.S. 
Secret Service moves heaven and earth to protect him. 

The dictator isn't the only one needing protection. Silvia 
Broome (Nicole Kidman), an African by birth and an interpreter at 
the United Nations, overhears a possible plot to whack the dictator. 
Silvia takes this information to the Secret Service, who, in the person 
of recent widower Tobin Keller (Sean Penn, gray of hair and face), 
is skeptical at first. Soon, though, Silvia attracts the wrong kind of 
attention; a shadowy assassin begins tailing her, and she has 
mysterious connections to the dictator. It's all enough to keep Sean 
Penn up all night. As low-key here as he was keyed-up in Mystic 
River, Penn gives an implosive performance without much inner 
life; it feels like a contractual obligation, though, to be fair, the 
many-handed script doesn't give him much to play with, other than 
a vaguely amusing running almost-joke wherein he keeps calling a 
pair of agents "Lewis and Clark." 

High-class to a fault, and well-cast in every supporting role 
(the roster includes no fewer than four veterans of HBO's late, great 
prison drama Oz), The Interpreter nevertheless burns with a very 
low flame, powered less by thrills than by its high-minded message, 
helpfully spelled out by Silvia in a monologue about how people 
deal with rage and grief where she comes from. The movie, I 
understand, has been in the works for years, and what possibly 
started as a down-and-dirty thriller that would never have gotten 
permission to shoot in the actual U.N. building (as this movie did) 
became, after 9/11 and various pre-emptive wars, a Big Statement 
on the importance of the U.N. as peacekeepers. It's a useful message 
just now, yes, but thrillers aren't the best couriers. 




Part of what stops the movie up is its inevitable white liberal 
guilt. When you get down to it, what we have here is white 
(skinned) knights racing to the rescue of a vicious black ruler, 
whose reign is threatened by two other corrupt black guys. The 
Interpreter touches very lightly on the racial issue, to the point of 
sanctimony. But the unavoidable subtext is that whites, preferably 
American, know what's good for everyone else on the planet. 
There's a bitter nod to geopolitical reality, though, when Keller's 
boss (played by director Sydney Pollack) notes that, with America's 
world popularity at an all-time low, it wouldn't look good for a 
dictator to get killed in our country, especially one we don't like. 

As a director. Pollack seems more interested in windy drama 
than in thrilling the audience; the movie is over long and underpow- 
ered, with a mid-movie bus explosion tossed in reportedly to spice 
things up and acknowledge the spectre of terrorism. (Why the 
perpetrator is allowed to leave the bus when not one but two 
undercover agents are on board is a question for a better script.) 
Fans of the snarky Catherine Keener, intriguingly cast here as 
Keller's partner, can look forward to some entertainment value, 
particularly the politely clenched way she addresses a stripper 
who's lap-dancing a visiting dignitary. Keener is the movie's only 
connection to humor, but she's not around nearly enough, and the 
bulk of it is given over to Sean Penn and Nicole Kidman mourning 
their respective losses. If you want to make a serious film about 
human-rights abuses and the U.N.'s role in policing them, you 
make one, without the cliched backstories and the exploding bus. 
If you want to make a thriller, you forget most of tne above — 
Hitchcock sure did — and focus on danger and intrigue. The effort 
to play it both ways must've kept the screenwriters up all night, too.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

Q I am missing teeth on both sides of my upper arch but still 

have some remaining natural teeth. The removable partial 
denture, replacing the missing teeth, is uncomfortable and 
unsteady.

In addition, dental implants help to stimulate 
and preserve your supporting bone.
